My Blood was to have been the Cement 
of a New Alliance; nor cou'd my Innocence be 
any Security, after it had once been demanded from 
Abroad, and reſolved on at Home; that it was 
neceſlary to cut me Off. Had there been the leaſt 
Reaſon to hope for a fair and open Tryal, after 
having been already Prejudged, unheard, by the 
two Houſes of Parliament, I ſhould not have de- 
clined the ſtricteſt Examination. I challenge the 
moſt inveterate of my Enemies, to produce any 
one Inſtance of Criminal Correſpondence, or the
